- The joint family system* which avoided Loneliness of the old 
persons and provided them ample security, is gradually 
breaking down. The social, economic and psychological 
changes are compelling the elderly to live alone or in old age 
homes. Government should establish day care/recreational 
centers or facilities for such vulnerable segment of society, 

* Furthermore, immediate steps should be taken by health sector 
for care and security of elderly, efficiency and effectiveness 
must be assured- 

Life span was comparatively short earlier so cfderlies were not 
a disproportionate burden but now due to major demographic 
and sociological changes, life expectancies have risen 
dramatically in Pakistan from about 38 years To over 65,5 years 
(males) and 67.7 years (females). Now the number of senior 
citizens has Increased to 10 million out of a total population of 
195,2 million in Pakistan (Economic survey of Pakistan, 2016) 6 . 
Like other developing countries, there are no Institutionalized 
arrangements to protect senior citizens in Pakistan. Government 
of Pakistan should make arrangements to adjust lo these 
demographic transitions and minimize the adverse effects feced 
by elderly population. One suggestion is to increase the age of 
retirement as life expectancy is continuously increasing in 
Pakistan. 

* Pakistan's neighboring countries like India and Nepal, have 
introduced universal pension system for their eiderlics; both 
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chitdren are ihe Jam Sty’s future bread earners therefore the elderly can 
easily be discarded. Some of the families who already have high 
standard of living* although they do not want to burden themselves 
with the responsibilities of taking care of old members of their families, 
are also admitting their elder!ies in the institutions. The factor of 
neglecting the religious values or lack of religious understanding has 
given rise to the establishment of such institutions, especially in 
Pakistan* a Muslim country. Religious awareness programs should be 
focused towards the general population consisting of the respectable 
treatment towards elderly and awareness about the rights of the most 
vulnerable and neglected segment of Ihe society. 
RECOMMENDATIONS: 

■ There is no systematic or empirical study which would 
highlight the existence of old age homes in urban areas of 
Pakistan. Edhi Foundation is one of the glaring example of a 
service where abandoned elderly people are housed. These 
elderly people are shunned away by their children under 
different pretexts like poverty, illness among elderly and 
general intolerance. The Government should take notice of the 
issue and recommend policies and solutions of the issue. 

* The literature in the field of Gerontology and Geriatrics is 
limited in Pakistan. There is need for the researchers to focus 
their attention in these areas to understand and quantify the 
problems of the aged. Universities* research institutes, civil 
society groups and NGOs should conduct longitudinal studies 
on various aspects affecting the life of the elderly 
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family members visited monthly or annually were less depressed 
because they still had feeling of support from their family members 
whereas, whose family members never visited, were severely 
depressed and felt like they have been casted-offor abandoned by their 
families. It had shattered all kinds of hope among them creating 
feelings of estrangement ar^ causing severe depression. 

The present study can be summarized with tte inference that elderly 
living in old age homes have severe levels of depression. The present 
fludy found that poverty, intolerance and nudeation of family 
members of the elderly were the strong predictors for residing in old 
age homes. The prevalence of depression in the elderly population in 
our study was noticeably severe and a cause of concern Greater 
depression was associated with lesser or no visits by their family 
members, Separation from family and close friends, less satisfaction 
with life, widowhood, poor monthly family income and poor physical 
health and retirement from work were observed to be leading the 
causes of depression among elderly. The more notable finding was that 
females were more depressed than mate due to fee cultural set-up of 
patriarchal society in Pakistan. The literature review supports the feet 
that elderly living in old homes are more depressed than those living 
with their families. Nuclear families are rapidly replacing Ihe joint 
femiiy system in urban areas of Pakistan, especially Karachi, a mega 
cosmopolitan city, where family members are unable to provide 
support to aU their femiiy membere. Many of the families want to 
increase their standard of living and make their quality of life better but 
at the cost of the elderly members of Ihelr families. These types of 
families are opting the institutions for their elderly dependents as 
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Of depression in both cases ie. ekfcfty with married qhfldrcn or 
unmarried children. 

Hypothesis no, 8, with calculated value of chi square 10.07«> and p- 
value of (0.77865) showed no relationship between emplojmeirt status 
of children and level of depression among elderly living in old age 
homes but both mild and severe depression were found among elderly 
who had employed children. Self-sufficiency and being independent 
made children able to take family decisions therefore isolating their 
parents. 

The calculated value of chi-square, 123 J and p-value < 0.0001 showed 
highly significant association between the decision to join old age 
home and level of depression among elderly living in old age homes in 
hypothesis no. 9. Some of foe elderly joined Ihe old home by 
themselves but majority of the elderly were forced to join old age by 
their family members. This emotional traumatic situation led towards 
their emotional break-down causing many psychological disorders. 
Hypothesis no. 10 <chi-square= 1291 & p-value < 0.52466) indicated 
no relationship between duration at old age home and level of 
depression among elderly living in old age homes but it was found that 
as time passed, level of depression among some of foe elderly had 
gone down due to treatment and adjustment with their new social 
environment. 

There was highly significant association (chi-square- 46.019 & P- 
value < 0.0001) between number of visits by family members and level 
of depression among elderly living in old age homes in Hypothesis 
iio.ll. The studies show that duration of visits by the family member 
has great impact on foe mental condition of the elderly Elderly, whose 
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Hypothesis 4 claimed highly significant relationship (Chi-square-23.64 
and p-value= 0.001) between type of family and level of depression 
among elderly living in old age homes. The responsibilities are shared 
in joint family system whereas in nuclear family system people fed 
burden due to in-door and out-door responsibilities which causes 
depression. On the other hand, mild depression was found due to 
interference in each other matters, thus it was concluded that the type 
of family had effect on the level of depression. 

The calculated value of chi square of 43.247 and P-'Value < 0.00001 
showed significant association between marital status and level* of 
depression among elderly living in old age homes in Hypothesis 5. The 
proportion of mild depression is higher among married people because 
Ihey had more responsibilities than unmarried people. Unmarried 
people were severely depressed or felt anxious due to loneliness or 
lack of companionship. 

In hypothesis 6. there was no relationship between number of children 
and level of depression among elderly living in old age homes. The 
result of P-Value = 0.404807 was not significant at p < 0.05 and with 
the calculated value of chi square (0.694). Thus, it was inferred that the 
number of children an elderly had, had no Impact on their level of 

depression. !h both cases, where number of children were either more 

y 

or less, ail the elderly living in the old age homes were found to be 
depressed. 

There was no association, between marital status of children of elderly 
and level of depression in Hypothesis no. 7 (Chi-square=2.32 T p-

value"CU277}. However, contingency table showed about same level 
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compared lo men. The reasons behind it includes lack of 
companionship due to widowhood and in Pakistani cultural setting; 
second marriage of elderly women Is not socially acceptable. Whereas 
males are likely to get married again as there is less stigmatization 
towards males in Pakistani society 

In view of statistical analysis, the calculated value of chi square was 
0.23 and P-value was 0.9726 in hypothesis 2 which was not 
statistically significant and denoted no relationship between age and 
level of depression among elderly living in old age homes. Ignorance 
from the family members and other social factors can cause depression 
at any age and in the light of findings in contingency table, mild 
depression was seen and it was higher in the age groups of 60-64 and 
65- 69. Generally, it is the phase of (decision making) power shifting 
from parents to children and feeling of pow'erkssness among elderly is 
high at this level. Then, with the passage of time, they start accepting 
these changes and depression level gradually comes down although 
when living in old age homes it does not dissipate rather it increases 
with the passage of time. 

According to hypothesis 3, there was positive relationship between 
qualification and level of depression among elderly living in old age 
homes with IS.6 value of chi-square and p-value of <1,001 showing 
extremely significant relationship. The finding suggests! that 
depression was severe among those who were less-qualified cause 
people who had done their matriculation or above made themselves 
busy in some positive activities or had found some work that caused 
low level of depression among them. 
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* 58.7% were literate while 41 % were illiterate. 

* 39.6%of respondcnEs 11 qualification was primary, 27% had 
secondary 15-9% had done matriculation, 14.5% were 
graduates and 4.4% were post graduates 

* Majority of respondents i.e, 51,33% had joint family system 
while only 31% had nuclear family background 

■ Majority of respondents I *, 33.3% had government job, 24,5% 
were daily wage earners 19.6 % were employed in private 
organization and 22.5% had their own smalt scale businesses.

DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSION; 

Depression in elderly is a common disease and considered very normal 
with i ncrease in age, however, it severely affects health. It is one of the 
leading causes of disability as well as tragic fatality associated with the 
loss of about 850,000 lives every year. Researchers found severat 
factors in the present study conducted on the depression among elderly 
living in old age homes. As in first hypothesis, there was moderate 
relationship between gender and level of depression among elderly 
living in old age homes. The calculated value of chi-square was approx. 
64 where 

p-vatuc was 0 0001 suggesting highly significant relationship between 
gender and depression. Depression was more severe among women as 
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relationship between the event and the phenomenon (Meiriam2009)" f 
having numerical form of result. The quantitative approach was 
applied to study the problem of elderly. The object was to gain 
familiarity with the situation of the level of depression and the eflfeets 
of different socio -demographic conditions on level of depression 
among elderly living in Old Age Homes. The selected universe of 
present research was consisted of Old Age Homes in Karachi city. Old 
Age Homes administered under Edhi Foundation are located in Sohrab 
Goth, North Karachi and Qasba Colony and Clifton. These old a«c 
homes are open to all abandoned, shelter less elderly regardless at 
ethnic background, religion, sex, area etc. Respondents were selected 
through non-probability Purposive sampling. A sample of 150 
respondents (Female 73 & Mate 77) which was drawn by adopting the 
procedure of proportional allocation. In the present study, the data was 
collected through questionnaires comprised of both open ended and 
close ended questions. Data has been analyzed Ihrough SPSS software 
(Statistical Package for Social Science). P-value has been calculated to 
test the hypotheses.

RESEARCH METHODOLOGY] 

The present research is an explanatory research. Quantitative research 
is an objective understanding of the phenomenon based on the 
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physical pain, weak eyesight, stroke, isolation, limited functionality, 
unfortunate life experiences, inadequate family support and 
unsatisfactory care of the elderly In order to develop programs for this 
vulnerable segment of society, best physical treatment and exclusive 
interest on psychological factors should be the focus of the programs. 
Me Don gall. Matthews, KvaaL Dewey and Brayne (SOO?) 10 observed 
that depression was (bund among all the elderly population although 
high prevalence was among those elder lies who had some kind ol 
serious functional deficiency It was also found in the study that 
depressive dividers were high (27%) in old age institutions as 
compared (9%) to those living with their families showing elderly 
living in old-age homes were suffering from more depressed mqod. 
The study revealed that age and functional disability were highly 
associated (p< 0 . 009 ) with level of depression among those living in 
old-age institutes. Functional disability kd to depressed mood and 
other severe symptoms as committing suicide. Those feelings were 
found, more common In institutions among elderly as compared to 
those who were living within a community. Danish & Landcen 
(200?/ compared depression between mak and female in their study 
showing the ratio of depression was approximately 0.60- The study 
also highlighted that depression level' were high among elderly who 
ha™ lost their lift partners either by divorce or death.

argued that the higher number of daily medications, rising health 
problems, financial problems, urinary incontinence and inadequately 
fulfilled spiritual needs were the risk factors identified for depression 
in the elderly which needed to be taken into account by practicing 
faintly physicians and health care workers, Furthermore, besides health 
problems, difficulties in relationships and were also found to be 
stressful life events. Being female, a widow, with low education and 
physical morbidity gave high risks for depression in the elderly. The 
study also found that there were some communities who were helping 
elderly by initiating financial allowance though they were smalt 
amounts in nature. This type of support from both family and 
community had positive impact on their mental health, Juva, Valvarme, 
Erikinjuntii & Tllvis (1998)* study also revealed the same results that 
depression was high (16%) among institutionalized elderly os oppose 
to those living at home (4%), Risk factors were their health, Physical 
and mental functionality which were highly associated with depression 
among them. The study also compared depression between healthy and 
unhealthy elder lies living in the institutions and found that depression 
was very high among disabled or elderly suffering from any kind of 
disease (Parkinson's disease, urinary incontinence, heart disease) as 
compared to those who were physically healthy. Jongenclis, Pot, Eisscs, 
Beckman, Kluiter and Ribbe {2G04) T stated that the prevalence of 
major depression was assessed to be 8.1% and the prevalence of minor 
depression was 14.1%, while a further 24% of the patients suffered 
from sub-clinical depression, ft was concluded in their study that 
population in old age nursing homes had high prevalence of depression 
among them. Depression has many risk factors that includes age itself.

LITERATURE REVIEW: 

According to the research conducted by twjui (2007) l4 * the nuclear 
family system is a strong independent predictor of depression in the 
elderly. The prevalence of depression in the elderly population in study 
was moderately high and a cause of concern. Since the hospital draw s 
people from all over Karachi, it was hypnotized that (he prevalence of 
depression in ihe elderly in Karachi was about one in five people. The 
progressive urbanization in a city like Karachi 3s inevitable. The 
nil cl eat ion of family systems is likely to follow. This transition in 
family systems may have a major deleterious effect on the physical end 
mental health of the elderly. Social support programs for the elderly 
especially females must be developed to ensure their well-being. It was 
concluded as the elderly living in a nuclear femily system were 43 
limes more likely to suffer from depression than those living in a joint 
family system. Contrary to (his, Mirza & Jenkins (2Q04) 1 ' asserted that 
Pakistan as a developing country is facing many social problems as 
political instability, financial problems, conflicts and violence etc. 
which have become great risk indicators for psychological disorders. 
Their study concluded that ihese socio-economic problems combined 
with relationship issues were the main indicators for anxiety and 
depression among elderly living in institutes whereas elderly people 
living with their supportive families had protected them from such 
disorders. On the other hand, Ganatra, Zafar, Qidwai and Rozi (200>) J 
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me in childhood” (Al-Quran L?:23-24)\ In these verses, kindness 
towards parents is mentioned along with the belief in one God- These 
two verses reflect the compassion, respect and sense of responsibility 
that Islam requires the believers to have towards their parents. Another 
place, Allah narrates, “And serve Allah and don't relate anything with 
Him and regard the guardians and to the close of kinfolk and the 
orphans and the penniless and the neighbor of (your) family and the 
outsider neighbor, and the comrade in a trip and the wayfarer and those 
whom your right hands have; most likely Allah does not love him who 
is conceit, egotistic" (Al-Quran 4:36) l .

In a local study, there was a noted 22.9% prevalence of 
depression among elderly. It has also been indicated that chronic 
diseases In the elderly are consistent risk fectors for depression {Amin 
& Gadii; 2010)*. However, the issues of elderly arc dominating and 
influencing the social, financial and physical prosperity of people, their 
families and the general public of the society {National Research 

Council; 2001 ) 11 . 

Religion is a key source to cure many social problems especially 
depression, when one talks about the religious perspective. Islamic 
perspective, in case of Pakistani society when; majority of population 
is Muslim, provides complete moral way of lift and the elderly have 
special, protected and dignified status in Islam. They are considered 
the vulnerable part of society in Islam, Compassion and respect 
towards the elderly is an essential element of Islamic conduct- The last 
Prophet (PBUH) oflslam slated clearly: “He is not one of us who does 
not indicate delicacy to the youth and who does not show regard 
toward the senior citizens" (Al-Tirmidhi; 1919)1 In another Hadlth, 
The Prophet (P.B.U.H) states, ‘The endorsement of Allah is the 
endorsement of the mother and father. The outrage of Allah is the 
outrage of the parents’* (Tirmidhi. At Birr (Vbtue); S/. White Tslam 
emphasizes respect for all elders in society, children have a special 
responsibility towards their parents. The Glorious Quran says; “Thy 
Lord hath decreed that y; worship none but Him, and that ye be kind to 
parents. Whether one or both of them attain old age in thy life, say not 
to them i word of contem pt, nor repel them, but address them in terms 
of honor. And, out of kindness, tower to them the wing of humility", 
and say; M My Lord! Bestow on them thy Mercy even as they cherished 
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depression has decreased in the developed countries, however, the 
story'is different in developing countries where there is a low rate of 
recognition of depression among elderly. Surveys of ageing people 
show that many cases go unchecked, undiagnosed and untreated 
(United Nations; 20I5) 17 . 

Today in Pakistan, the biggest problems of elderly include solitude, 
loneliness, isolation, depression, neglect and a sense of not being 
wanted by the family members. Rapid increase in the number of 
nuclear families, urbanization and the global nature of employment 
opportunities are causing problems lor the elderly. These changes are 
compelling the elderly to live alone or in old age homes (UNFPA; 
1999)'*. The current demographic profile of Pakistan shows that the 
total population is 195.4 million (Economic Survey of Pakistan; 2016)*, 
among which the elderly population over 60 years of age constitutes 
approximately 5,25%. In view of poverty, economic disparity and 
inadequate health facilities, the elderly papulation suffers a number of 
setbacks. The government of Pakistan sought consultation on National 
Strategy on Health for Elderly in which a number of problems among 
elderly were identified like: loneliness, depression, fear of dying, lack 
of social relations, painful medical conditions, deprivation, lack of 
resources, and loss of a partner. In a local study five or more health 
problems were found in 72% elderly subjects with almost half of them 
taking three or more different medications daily for the issues of 
immobility, urinary incontinence, fatigue and visual impairment. 
Hypertension, diabetes and arthritis were the most commonly reported 
chronic ailments. Among the mental illnesses, depression has been 
identified as a significant problem, (Zafar, Ganatra, Tehsccn & Qidwai;

depression may encounter an absence of intrigue and joy of ^ 
noteworthy weight reduction, sleeping disorders or exorbitant resting, 
absence of vitality; powerkssness to think, sentiments of uselessness 
or unnecessary blame and intermittent contemplations of death or 
suicide (KazdSn; 2000)*, The advances in the field of medicine over the 
past fifty years have ted to an increase in the average lifespan of the 
population. In almost every courtly, the proportion of people aged 
over 60 years is growing faster than any other age group, as a result of 
both longer life expectancy and declining fatillty rates. From 2000 
until 2DS0, the world's population aged 60 and over will more than 
triple tom 600 million to 2 billion. Most of this increase is occurring 
in developing countries where the number of older people will rise 
from 400 million in 2000 to 1.7 billion by 2050. It is estimated that by 
2040, the number of people in Asia aged above 60 years will surpass 
number of children (Shecla; 2005)' 1 . According to WHO Ageing 
Statist ics (2017) 38 , by 2050, 80% of older people of the world will be 
living in middle and low-income countries. The d»*a shows that 
anxiety and depression leads to suicide as accessibility to the means of 
committing suicide as pesticides and pills are easily available in all 
parts of the world. The world statistics, also indicate that “Falls” are 
the second cause of death among elderly which is the resulting fector 
of severe levels of depression among them. It is estimated that out of 
424,000 deaths related to “Falls", 80% of deaths are among 6» and 
above age group and most of them occur in tow-income countries and 
regions of die world (World Health Statistics: 2016) 19 Treatments for 
depression and anxiety are available and the rale of deaths related to 
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intetpreted. presented and analyzed through a social science software; 
SPSS, The findings of the study indicated that the elderly living in old 
age homes, were suffering from severe symptoms of depression due to 
intolerance of the family members, trends towards nuclear family 
system and economic problems. The analyses of the data revealed that 
negligence of the Islamic views concerning elderly was iht cause 
behind Ihe socio-demographic changes which is both directly and 
indirectly related to the factors which had brought the elderly to the old 
age homes- Tl* study recommends that the religious leaders must 
focus on this particular issue and preach to their followers regarding 
the treatment of elderly by their families and society through the 
teachings of Allah in Holy Quran.

Mental disorders are common and they occur frequently in all the 
societies of the world whether they are in developed or developing 
phase.

Depression is the most common psychiatric or 
mental disorder among the elderly which can manifest as major 
depression or as minor depression characterized; by a collection of 
depressive symptoms, Depression is recognized as a serious public 
health concern in the developing countries. The Global Burden of 
Disease study showed (hat depression will be the single leading cause 
of Disability Adjusted Life Years by 2020 in the developing world 
(Reddy; 2016) 14 . ft was estimated that it affects every one person out 
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ABSTRACT: 

Depression among elderly (old-aged people) is a common disease and 
it is one of the leading causes of disability among old age people. 
About 850, 000 fatalities were recorded every year that is associated 
with the problem of depression amopg elderly (WHO: 20)7) . 
Pakistan is also one of the countries where depression associated with 
aging problems ate increasing due to ignorance of religion that 
provides a comprehensive way of living. In the holy books (Holy 
Quran, Bible etc); It has been mentioned and discussed many times to 
show esteem and compassion towards elderly especially their own. 
parents. Although unfortunately all these orders have been abandoned 
and disregarded by the followers. The total disrespect of the teachings 
and principles of foe religion are in turn causing changes in socks- 
demographic conditions. These changing socio-demographic factors 
are being examined as the major causes of depression among elderly 
living in old age homes. Quantitative research methodology had been 
applied for this study The universe of the study wss the old homes of 
Karachi. The sample sire of 150 respondents was selected. The 
primary data had been collected through structured questionnaire from 
foe respondents, living in old age homes of Karachi. The data was 
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an un-caused sense no one can be considered really responsible. But the 
nnumenaL or extra-phenomenal justification of these beliefs through 
theoretical reason is impossible. This means that for Kant the doctrine of 
freedom has a regulative function.

15.Strawson thinks that human consciousness has grown considerably. 
Objective scientific study of variety of manifestations of human attitudes 
in hiitorical and anthropological contexts shows this. However, this 
variety of forms of attitudes complicates our generalization in morality 
that is confined to a particular culture. Bui then Strawson thinks that the 
existence of variety is no obstacle to the acknowledgement of common 
moral sentiment involved in them For Strawson, it provides grounds to 
reconcile pessimists and optimists in that the mote] sentiment in general 
reflects the network of variable human altitudes without the existence of 
which there cannot be any intelligible system of human relations. 
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Consequently, Strawsoniun theme of interpersonal attitudes 
seems to ignore the problem of justification of punishment. It « ™ 
gpod reason to argue. In e eireular manner, that deterministw morality 
regulates human altitudes and is itself an expression of those aniluda 
Therefore, a universal approach towards explanation of human 
attitudes is seriously required-(l5) This would be an vssue for my next 
paper on this problem. 
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CONCLUSION 

Strawson believes that “If mw sufficiently, that is radically, 
modify the view of the optimist t his v/w is the right one \ 11 This clearly 
shows that Strawson rejects the libertarian’s account of contra-causal 
or non-causal freedom. And he thinks the optimist is right in so far as 
the question of consequences of moral attitudes involves regulation of 
behavior. For Strawson, it 3s the efficacy of moral practices that really 
counts in its justification. But for him this efficacy is itself grounded in 
the very nature of human existence. Therefore* it does not require any 
external or universally general thesis of determinism. Strawson thinks 
that die determinisi is right in so far as his claim rests on the regulative 
aspect of his doctrine* but wrong in so far as he appeals to an 
empirically un-verifiable thesis of universal determinism. The 
universality of deterministic doctrine has no use to justify the 
regulative function of moraE practices. This* as it appears, seems to 
involve a Kantian solution of the problem in a modified sense, 13 

However, Strawson seems to apply Kantian impossibility of 
knowledge beyond experience to the determ mist doctrine rather than 
the libertarian one. Whole of Strawsonian thesis or schema focuses on 
the empirical-moral account of determinism rather than libertarianism. 
Despite rejection of determinism as irrelevant in explaining 
interpersonal attitudes, he draws heavily on its empirical content. He 
States: 

it is far from wrong to emphasize the efficacy of all those 
practices which express or manifest our moral attitudes; 
in regulating behavior in ways desirable; or to add that 
when certain of our belief about the efficacy of some of 
their practices turn our to be false, then we may have 
good reasons for dropping or modifying those 
practices^] 4) 

This shows that Strawson himself has a utilitarian conception of 
reason* fof which he blames the optimist. It would not be a good 
reason for Strawson to question the regulative aspect of morality. But 
many serious philosophers have questioned the regulative theory of 
punishment. It involves a controversial view of justice in terms of 
absence of real responsibility. If one practice modifies another practice* 
or for that matter* regulates it, the question of justification of the act of 
punishment, on part of the person inflicting the wounds, still arise* 
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constituted by the absence of obstacles to the exercise 
of choke, (he choice being regarded as not itself 
determined by antecedent conditions, at least not as 
being wholly so determined. It may be (hat common 
sense is mistaken in this matter, Or in others; but the 
omis of refttation lies on these who disagree^ 10) 


Thus, if (he optimists disagree about this common sense assumptions 
they need to prove it They need to ptove that bemdes being obscure. rt 
is indeed false that there can be a free choice in the sense m whic 
Isaiah Berlin speaks of it. Clearly there cannot be any ft*"™* 
choose if (he choke is causally determined by antecedent conditions. 
However, Strawson central tied human attitudes as sufficient to ismiss 
the dilemma of fr eedom. 


The optimist’s style of over-intellectual izing the fact is 
that of a characteristically incomplete empiricism, a 
one-eyed utilitarianism. He seeks to find an adequate 
basis for certain social practices in calculated sequences, 
and loses sight (perhaps wishes to lose sight) of human 
attitudes of which these practice are, in part, the 
expression. The pessimist does not lose sight of these 
altitudes ihemselves which fills the gap in the optimist 
account. Because of (his he thinks the gap can be filled 
only if some general metaphysical proposition is 
repeatedly verified, verified in all cases where ^ * s 
appropriate to attribute moral responsibility. This 
proposition he finds it difficult to state coherently and 
with intelligible relevance as its determimst 
contradictory. Even when a formula has been found 
(contra-causal freedom or something of the kind) there 
still seems to remain a gap between its applicability in 
particular cases and its supposed moral 
consequences.(H) 

This makes Strawson's reconciliatory program apparently simple. 
It is clear that Strawson’s program is (hat of moderation ofthe 
intellectual theorizing and a de-emphasts on (he metaphysical backing 
of the libertarian doctrines. But the moderation does not seem to solve 
the fundamental conflict involving the contradiction between the 
causal and nort-causol paradigms of opponents. 
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Nevertheless, Strawson claims that the pessimists and optimists 
deny each other because of their respective misconceptions. Strawson 
states: 

Optimists and pessimists misconstrue the facts in very 
different styles. But in a profound sense them is 
something in common to their misunderstanding. Both 
seek, in different ways to over intellectualize the facts. 

Inside the general structure or web of human attitudes 
and feelings of which I have been speaking them is 
endless room for modification, redirection, criticism, 
and justification, But questions of justification are 
internal to the structure or relate to modifications 
internal to it. The existence of the general framework of 
altitudes itself is something we are given with the fact 
of human society. As a whole, it neither calls for, nor 
permits an external justification. Pessimists and 
optimists alike show themselves, in different ways, 
unable to accept this.(9) 

Here it seems that Strawson is taking too much for granted about 
human altitudes. After all, despite the general framework of attitudes* 
what distinguishes humans from other creatures and objects? It would 
not be sufficient to respond to this by saying that humans have their 
own set of attitudes different from animals and plants. What difference 
is that? If it is argued that the set of attitudes is itself a given feet and it 
needs no external justificattort, it means no line can be drawn. For, at 
time, or most of the time, man behaves like an animal. Still at other 
times he does not. What justification can be offered for the existence of 
those attitudes which are not purely animal attitudes? In general, what 
makes us human rather than animals? It would not be sufficiently 
convincing to respond that humans and animals have different sets of 
attitudes with no dear distinction. 

If a line can be drawn here, it i$ the feet that humans have a 
sense of freedom to choose. For sir Isaiah Berlin* this is the distinctive 
characteristic between humans and non-humans. Berlin slates: 

The central assumption of common thought and speech 
seems to me U> be that freedom is the principal 
characteristic that distinguishes man from all that is 
non-human. That there are degrees of freedom, degrees 
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talking or using the wend choice at all. He Should be calming that a 
mental event causes a physical event, the former itself being caused by 
olher antecedent menial events, leading back to the causal chain of 
events outside one s consciousness 1 . This shows clearly that there * no 
place of real choices in a delerminist morality. Therefore, the pessimist 
is right in his pessimism that if determinism is true then moral 
responsibility is impossible. 

Weatherford thinks that Strawsons view about irrelevance of 
determinism is right, but his conclusion that pessimists arc wrong is 
not a correct view. Weatherford states: 

Strawson argues that merely discovering determinism to 
be true would not force us all to abandon the 
‘participant attitude 1 and adopt (he ‘objective attitude' 
towards each other* and on this I believe he is quite 
right, eloquent, even profound. But the moral that some 
have drawn from this that the incompatibilists are 
wrong is 1 think not quite right.(7) 

Weatherford ihinks that (he pessimist incompatibilists concede 
that moral responsibility will have to be drastically reformulated in a 
deterministic world. This however, would lead us to deny moral 
responsibility In the proper sense. According to ^fcalherford, 

Strawson is right to disparage the "panicky 
metaphysics' of the libertarian and to show that their 
cure is worse lhan the disease. But the metaphysics is 
the essence of the moral theory and it is here that 
therapy is needed. For the moral of Strawson's story is 
that we will not give up our personal and ethical 
responses to each other even if determinism, is true and 
therefore we will have to revise our views on moral 
responsibility. But the incompatibilist is right in saying 
that if detiminism is true, then we will have to revise 
our views on moral responsibility or admit that no one 
is morally responsible because the two are incompatible 
as they stand and this t think is where the 
incompatibilists are right and the compaiibllists 
wrong. (8) 
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one actually does, ff all choices are caused in the same sense in which 
any natural process or event is a caused, one could not have chosen 
otherwise than what on in fact chose. 

What sense of choice is left when on is caused to choose A than 
B? For. die choosing of A is as much determined by antecedent 
conditions as the choosing of B. In a more inclusive sense, there is no 
choice here at all. Rather, there are causes which determine the mental 
even! of following a particular action A, while in our mind we may 
continue to believe that we could have chosen B instead. But this belief; 
given the antecedent causal determination beyond consciousness, 
remains merely a belief without ever being true in an objective sense. 
It is clear that if rational choices and decisions make sense, they do so 
because we take them in a non- causal sense. MacIntyre states: 

...Suppose that the determinist is able to supply a 
complete explanation of my behavior in causal terms. 
Suppose also that my behavior is rational, that whatever 
strong reasons are adduced for acting in a certain way 1 
act in that way, that t am infinitely flexible and 
resourceful in meeting new contingencies. Then no test 
will be available to decide whether I act as I do because 
it is the rational way to act or because it is the way in 
which my deeds are causally determined. For on either 
supposition f will do the same thing. To try and include 
my reasonableness in a story about causal factors is to 
try to produce a story about my behavior sufficiently 
comprehensive to include everything. This means that 
whereas the contention that my behavior is determined 
by causal factors is normally taken to mean ‘determined 
by causal factors as contrasted with rational 
appreciation, etc.\ here causal factors have nothing to 
be contrasted with and hence the expression determined 
by causal factors has been evacuated of its customary 
meaning.^) 

Thus the Strawsonian pessimist, or for that matter a libertarian, 
seems justified in rejecting a determinist morality, despite the 
detemninist's concession of possibility and efficacy of choices. The 
detemtinist or optimist is using the libertarian vocabulary of choices to 
hide the actual meaning of a caused mental event. He should not be 
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governed by motive If punishment had no power of 
acting on the will, it would be illegitimate, however 
natural might be the inclination to inflict it. Jutf so far 
as the will is supposed free, that is capable of actipg 
against motives; punishment is disappointed of its 
object, and deprived of itsjustification.p) 

Nevertheless. Mill’s line of thinking, (hough apparently softer in 
its utilitarian sense, must be seen as leading back to fataluRc-world 
view of Baron d' Holbach. For Holbach, if motives govern all human 
actions and wilt, they are not isolated menial phenomena within an 
overall causal nexus of nature. 

Man’s Life is a line fod 8*<u« commands him to 
describe upon the surface of the earth wilhout his ever 
being able to severe from it. even for an instant,..he is 
unceasingly modified by causes, whether visible or 
concealed, over which he has no control, which 
necessarily regulate bis mode of existence,» and 
determine his manner of acting^) 

]f this is true then it is not difficult to see why any thorough 
going determinism, entails fatalistic morality; including that of Holbach, 

Man congregates himself in society, modified each his 
follow; becomes cither virtuous or wicked; either 
contributes to his mutual happiness, or reciprocates 
misery; either loves his neighbor, or hates his 
companion necessarily, according to the manner in 
whkh one acts upon another- From whence it may be 
seen, that the same necessity which regulates the 
physical also regulates the moral world, in which 
everything is in consequence submitted to fatality. (5) 

Thus, the Fatalist morality dissolves optimist's hope of retaining 
a non-fatalist morality. But the Strawson ian pessimist thinks that the 
optimist's conception of morality is greatly repulsive in (he sense that 
believing in it entails adopting Struwsonian objective attitude towards 
all. However, the pessimist does not necessary concede that 
determinism implies all normal behavior identical to the abnormal one. 
Rather, most of the pessimists, only consider that in a deterministic 
world there is no possibility of choosing or acting otherwise than what 
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optimistic and pessiintstic views about morality and determinism 
override the question of having a free wi II. 

INCOHERENCE OF PESSIMISTS AND OPTIMISTS 

J 

The pessimists ate libertarians worrying that If determ in ism is 
true; our whole morel conception is false. ContrariSy the optimists are 
determinists who hold that determinism is true, but its truth does not 
imply erosion of moral responsibility. The pessimists think that moral 
responsibility is impossible without a possibility to act otherwise. That 
means there must be a possibility of freedom or tree will, in a non- 
deterministic sense. The whole issue of morality, converges on the 
question of a freedom that somehow cannot be brought within the 
paradigm of natural causality But the optimists or determinists deny 
any such possibility. They conceded that the causal nemr 0 /nature is 
complete in the sense that human choices and actions are not exception. 
There cannot be any un- caused freedom that the pessimists require. 

The conflict between pessimist and optimist on the question of 
morality is usually conceived in above mention terms, But Strawson 
thinks that they misconstrue the facts as we know them in our 
interpersonal and objective attitudes. To Strawson, the optimist is clear 
of his own conception of morality that is deterministic. Moral 
appraisals play 0 causal role in changing the un-approvahie behavior 
as well as enhancing the approvabU one. The causal efficacy of 
reward and punishment is the central aspect of optimist's 

Morality- He docs not require a contra-causal freedom for the 
conception of morality. The social utility of morality is the only reason 
that the optimist finds justified in continuing to stick to the same in 
social practices- For this the optimist invokes the thesis of determinism. 

The optimist argues against the pessimist that without the causal 
efficacy of moral practices, punishment, for instance, has no 
justification. This utilitarian approach involves the claim that morality 
presupposes determinism and requires it. As John Stuart Mill states; 

■hi 

The question deemed to be so puzzling is how 
punishment can be justified if men*; actions are 
determined by motives* among which motives 
punishment is one. A more difficult question would be 
how it can be justified if they are not so determined. 
Punishment proceeds on the assumption that the will i& 
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difficulty that optimists have to face. This lies in what Richard Double 
points our as the ‘objective standard' or extra- linguistic reality of free 
choice in contrast to the Strawsonian version of morality based on 
human commitment. Richard Double States: 

The standard free will theories...presuppose that when 
we talk about freedom and moral responsibility, we are 
making statements about the nature of extra-linguistic 
reality. The. . determin ists deny what the...libertarians 
assert, but even the denial is a claim about the nature of 
non-linguistic, non-subjcctive reality. All sides agree 
[hat free will dispute is a debate over whether our 
choices are free enough to support genuine moral 
responsibility. All sides agree that the question is 
whether our choices meet the objective standard and is 
not simply a matter of bow we ‘feel about’ our 
choices.! L) 

Civen this claim about the objective standard of morality 
required by the opponents Strawson's view of morality becomes 
subjective, His strategy for the reconciliation between optimists and 
pessimists is based on his own assumption that moral responsibility is 
a matter of how man feels about humanity This assumption and what 
it implies seem to have led Strawson in forwarding an apparently 
pragmatic view of morality, Consequently, the subjective morality 
incorporates optimism in a deterministic world; where all human 
behavior is causally necessitated but still moral. We hold each other 
responsible not because we are actually free bur because we are 
human and cannot do otherwise. Against this, Peter Van Inwagcn 
claims that moral responsibility depends on free will. He slates: 

(If) moral responsibility exists, ihen someone is morally 
responsible for something he has done or has left 
undone, to be morally responsible., .is to have free will. 
Therefore, if no one has free wilt, moral responsibility 
does not exist,! 2) 

Following this it becomes clear that live possib ility of morality in 
deterministic world carries a hope of the optimist that moralily is 
possible without having a free will. While the pessimist clings to the 
view that without free will morality is not possible because moral 
responsibility presupposes having a free will. Attempts to reconcile 
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in a contra-causal freedom wrongly hold that determinism is a threat to 
the possibility of moral freedom. The pessimists wrongly contend that 
if determinism is true and if all human behavior is caused, moral 
freedom is not possible. They ironically infer that if all human 
behavior is caused, it is caused in the same way as the abnormal 
behavior, such that no one can change by rational considerations. In 
other words Strawson thinks determinism does not imply that no one 
can act otherwise even if the antecedent causal conditions determine 
how he acts 

For Strawson, it seems that the causal determination of behavior 
does not imply that a person cannot act with a conscious and rational 
purpose. Determination does not deny conscious control; it only 
implies that it is caused- Though what we cal! as normal is as much as 
caused as the abnormal, the distinction rests on our “reactive attitudes" 
towards them rather than what determinism implies. Therefore, for 
Strawson determinism is irrelevant and the pessimist philosophers need 
not worry. 

On the other hand, what Strawson terms as the ‘optimist* thinks 
that determinism docs not imply all behavior to be caused in the same 
way as the abnormal behavior is caused. For the optimist deterministic 
morality is the only possible morality since moral judgments play a 
causal role in determining the future actions. 

Given this, the Striwsonian reconciliation between the optimists 
and the pessimists rests on his fundamental contention that even if 
determinism is true, we as humans, cannot give up cur usual normal 
‘interpersonal attitudes* towards each other. He thinks that this facts 
shows that determinian is irrelevant here since we remain what we are, 
persons, having interpersonal relations irrespective of whether our 
behavior is caused by factors beyond our consciousness. From this 
Strawson concludes that the conflict between pessimists libertarian and 
optimist detenu imsl can be resolved . The irrelevance of determinism 
means to Strawson that our moral stance has other reasons than what 
the thesis of determinism implies. Tt seems that for Strawson morality 
is a human commitment rather than a matter of causal or contra-causal 
freedom. Whether a behavior is caused or uncaused, we remain 
persons committed to each other as persons. 

However, if we follow Strawson that the conflict between the 
pessimists and optimists is misplaced, his solution faces the same 
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norma! human response. However, this implies that Strawson 
presupposes that the normal has a conscious control over how he 
behaves or acts. But if determinism is true, no one can act or behave 
otherwise than how he actually does, thus our supposition of having a 
conscious control over our attitudes seems groundless. This means we 
are face to fact with a dilemma that if determinism is true, our 
supposition of having a conscious control over our actions is an 
ignorance of the actual causes that determines them. And thus we are 
stuck with the question as to what distinguishes the normal from the 
abnormal, and what are the grounds of morality in a determ in Ls-tic 
world. 

However at Ihis point Strawson thinks otherwise. He claims that 
to be human and to be a part of moral community arc identical. Even if 
determinism is true, normal human response cannot be transformed . 
into an objective attitude towards alL On this point Strawson sees that 
determinism is irrelevant as a problem for deciding whether morality is 
possible or not. This is so because Strawson thinks that even if 
determinism is true, we cannot give up our moral and interpersonal 
attitudes. We will continue to behave towards each other as normal 
human person rather than objects. Therefore, Strawson thinks that 
determinism poses no threat agdTnst justification of morality. 

However, this seems to be an oversight on part of Strawson. 
Though he could be right that morality based on interpersonal attitude 
is irreplaceable despite determintsn* yet the problem of abnormality 
must be addressed by reasons that involve the distinction. The 
distinction cannot be merely based on deviation from the normal. It is 
presupposed that the abnormal cannot change by willing to be normal. 
He is under unconiroltable compulsion. But if the normal is as much 
determined as the abnormal in being what both are* Strawsonian 
irreplaceability of normal interpersonal attitudes docs not prove that 
determinism is irrelevant. Rather* it seems to bypass the question of 
having a five wilt that is impossible in a deterministic world. Thus in 
what follows, t will expound on strawsonian stance further to show 
where it stands in the whole controversy of freedom and determinism. 

CONSCIOUS CONTROL AND FREEDOM 

The problem of conscious control is the crux of the whole issue 
arising out of the possibility of morality in deterministic world. 
Strawson seems to think that the pessimistic philosophers who believe 
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Keywords- Causality Morality, Determinism, Freedom, 
Responsibility, Choice. Free Will 

INTRODUCTION 

Determinism is the ihcsls that all events in nature are caused by 
prior events in nature such that an uncaused event is impossible, 
including the mental and physical events involving human actions. 
Though determinism does not deny conscious purposes, yet it claims 
that they are caused by prior physical or mental events that in turn are 
caused by physical events external to consciousness. In general, all 
physical and mental occurrences are determinedi by prior causes such 
that In principle every occurrence is predictable by the knowledge of 
die antecedent causal conditions that determine the consequent state of 
affairs of the physical world- This raises the question how morality is 
possible that relies on freedom of choice and action entailing moral 
responsibility in human world,. If determinism is true for all human 
behavior whether moral, immoral, normal, or abnormal, what are the 
grounds of distinct ions between these types of altitudes and responses 
amongst persons? Causal determination of alt behavior implies that no 
person could have acted or behaved otherwise than how he actually did, 
and will do likewise again, given the same antecedent causal 
conditions again. 

This also raises the question why we react differently towards the 
normal and abnormal persons. Are there same reasons other than 
determinism for the suspension of our moral attitudes towards ihc 
abnormal person? P.F. Strawson thinks that the problem involves our 
attitudes towards the normal and abnormal behavior In case of the 
noiftial behavior our 'reactive attitudes' towards persons is not 
aispcnded. In case of the abnormal behavior we think that the person is 
unable to choose, therefore, we might suspend our reactive attitudes 
towards him because he cannot behave otherwise and needs a 
treatment rather than a moral judgment^ Strawson seems to suggest that 
we exclude the abnormal from the moral community not 
mere/j'because his abnormal behavior is causally determined but 
because we know that he is under compulsion of certain unconscious 
causes beyond his control. In other words Strawson thinks that we 
adopt an 'objective attitude' towards the abnormal persons rather than 
a human subjective attitude or an ‘interpersonal attitude 1 . We expel the 
abnormal by taking him as an object of treatment rather than subject of 
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Abstract 

The possibility of morality in a comaify determined 
physical world engages philosophers in a serious 
debate. Many philosophers think morality is mi 
possible in a world where everything, including human 
actions, is determined by antecedent causal conditions. 
However, attempts to reconcile these apparently 
contradictory views have come forth. What emerges 
through the debate is that even if oil human actions are 
causally determined, moral commitments are 
I irreplaceable. Therefore, it is argued that causal 
determination of our thoughts and actions does not 
change the truth of morality However, a morality 
involving determinism seems to rely heavily on the 
causal efficacy of moral Judgments rather than the 
possibility of a free action. The deterministic morality 
focuses on human motivation as a cause and ignores the 
possibility of a free choice. Moreover, a deterministic 
morality is unable to account for the freedom of the will. 
However in serious climate of opinion, morality 
essentially involves moral responsibility based on a free 
choice and action. Thus, philosophical attempts to 
reconcile determinism and morality under the 
assumption of irreplaceable human interpersonal 
attitudes seem not so convincing. This paper brings 
forth the philosophical arguments j involved; centralizing 
on the contention that morality cannot be subsumed 
under determinism. 
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The exercise or beliefs (or social immunities) is a formal ion of 
introspection and extrospection of individual, but as a practicing 
believer, it is an individual identity in the worldly state of uffinrs. 
Bermudez concludes it ‘a subject's recognition that he is distinct from

So, beliefs are depended on sensations and sensations only 
qualify through brain-related neuronal activity. Those neuronal 
activities arc occurring in a physical world. From where s/he perceives 
it and mends it according to his or her survived identity. These 
survived identities are the recognized communities which further 
collectively affirm those propositional attitudes and bring them in 
practicing as social immunities. After passing of times, those social 
immunities gain a form of belief An individual affirms his or her 
identity with those acquired beliefs in which his or her survival is 
possible. 
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properties. Here, doubt isn't on the physical existence of the object 
(cab). It's on. the color of the cab Hut is the property of the object. 
Doubt of the color brings further doubt on the subjective perception 
and this further having doubtful statements. Such kind of doubtful 
statements elaborates the nature of the subject-object relation regarding 
the actual reality. 

Sue and Sergeant arc subjects, and cab and drunk-driver are 
objects in this situation. Here 'doubt' is a thought in the subject's 
intention, but clearance of thought arise in the distinction, of statements 
or propositional attitude. Doubt perceived introspective ly and 
statement or propositional attitudes give perception extrospectively. 
Doubt is created internally by exlrospective objects perception. Doubt 
is statements or propositional attitude generated subjective past' 
experience. Subject A*s (Sargent) past experience of a yellow cab, and 
object B's (Sue) past experience of an orange cab have contradictory 
statements about color perception followed by contrary statements of 
yellow and orange colors. Though, both statements* either 'Sue saw an 
orange cab' or 'Sue saw a yellow cab' could be proved on physical 
grounds to get the true statements or propositional attitude, whether 
aside (he false statement; or propositional attitude. 

False statements or propositional attitude are akin to false or 
erroneous judgments due to fallibility in the sensations. 'Sensations 
belong to the wrong logical space; it is only an observation judgment, 
or belief or report that can be logically consistent or inconsistent with 
any theory' (Popper 1959). Errors occur in sensations on two grounds, 
first; defect in sensory receptors, like in above example it could be 
possible that the subject (Sue) eyesight is weak or blur and this blur is 
caused by any injury or any intoxication (alcohol). In the same way, 
coffee taster's buds could be damage due to any injury on a tongue or 
could be burned out by chain-smoking. And in paralysis, one couldn’t 
feel the sensation in his or her body There are many disorders in 
whkh subject couldn't judge his or her normal behavior according to 
the required condition. The second, factor of error in sensation is 
'ignorance' - ignorance of statements or propositional attitude. If a 
subject Is ignored about the belief sfoe has about an entity, which later 
found false to knowing true belief. That particular entity would be an 
erroneous judgment or erroneous belief and that error formulates 
erroneous reality for the subject. 
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the real situation after having a mutoal understanding between/among 
the subjects). As, if Sue saw (he orange cab and in the city, there is 
any orange cab then the description of Sue is true. Otherwise, it would 
be false If there isn't any yellow cab. 

Tree or fats* statements come according to the situational 
agreement or disagreements between/among the subject(s) to get 
intersubjectivity. Subjective thoughts and actions agreement/ 
disagreement occur only on the statements or propositional altitudes 
level. Those statements or propositional attitudes are mostly describing 
thoughts and actions of Ihe subjects, tf we sec the prepositions that 
'Sue saw an orange cab r or 'Sue saw a yellow cab', so bolh have an 
inquiry and asking for the 'attention' of the subject. At that time Sue 
saw an orange cab' or 'Sue saw a yellow cab', she was attentive to 
seeing the cab or not, raises a question. Tf she was attentive then how 
could she saw an orange cab and not the yellow cab*? If she saw an 
orange cab, it means there is an orange cab in the city, or she saw 
orange cab whha blurry eyesight. As she is insisting that she saw the 
orange cab and Sergeant emphasize that there is not an orange cab in 
the city.Fallibility, or 'errors can occur when belie & are based on 
appearances that fait to do justice to the entities to which the beliefs 
refer. 'When we are misled in this way by imperfect information, we 
make errors that may be called errors of ignorance and those 'errors 
can arise when we have adequate information about the entities with 
whkh we are concerned but we fell to lake this information folly into 
account in forming beliefe about ihe entities. Errors of this sort, which 
maybe called errors of judgment (Hill, 128). 

Explaining that Sue wastft attentive and her accusational 
statements about 'orange cab' and drunk driver' are fidse and those 
(statements) only lead to 'doubf on the accuser i,e. Sue. Because, if 
there isn't any orange cab in the city then the statement 'the drunk 
orange cab driver" doesn't exist in the possible world. Doubt on the 
statement confers doubt on the Sue. This doubt arises in Sergeant, 
which is subjective doubt and objectifying the statement of another 
subject. This kind of doubt degenerate the unity between subject and 
object and bring fallibility in the subject-object relative reality. Here, 
doubt is occurring in the subjective attentive phase of sensation. Doubt 
on attention is doubt on a statement or prepositional attitude. Doubt on 
perceiving the object (cab) through ey^ ”■ a physical organ of the body 
that differentiate the shapes or structures and colors of the objects as 
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An individual subject, who is new to such statements and got 
confuse after having such beliefs. Because s/he was ignorant to these 
statements. Those statements are referring to such situations which are 
absurd till one gets Id know that 'Clinton' is referent to male as well as 
a female in English speaking world. So actually, those statements are 
ascribed in this way Only those have knowledge about such 
propositional attitudes which are known to this situation. Knowing the 
actual situation of propositional attitudes is not only subjective, it is too 
objective that is not dependable on one subject. Though nil 
propositional attitudes statements are not tangible, but exist in the 
social context of the subjective life-world. Intersubjectivity is only 
possible, where external world obviously is known to the subjective 
internal world. That known external world of the subjective internal 
world is not introspection, but cxtrospcction. Though, subject may 
have intuited to sparse between 'Clinton and Clinton*, as 
Clinton the president of America is the v?ifz of Clinton - theex- 
praUati of America^ 7) 

This last propositional attitude is only distinct to those subjects, 
who have the actuality of that statement. Those subjects are the 
American citizens of foreign students. Idealizing about a relative 
connection of ’Clinton' and 'Clinton 1 is a stimulus from extemalism to 
intcmaliCTi, This stimulus occurs though internally but force or 
projection comes from externally. Let’s see this kind of beliefs 
generalization in an after-image inquiry in which a victim 'Sue 1 accuses 
a taxi cab driver of his misconduct. She reported that last ni^it she was 
insulted by a drunken orange taxi cab driver In front of near mall. The 
Sergeant investigated and found that there was not any orange cab 
company in the city, though there is yellow cab company. Now 
Sergeant has two propositional altitudes, that either 'Sue saw an orange 
cab 1 or ‘Sue saw a yellow cab 1 . Seeing a taxi cab is a sense perception 
of a subject, and differs in color perception is the disagreement between 
two subjective perceptions. Orange cab and yellow cab phenomenon 
challenging the Sue accusation of drunkard taxi cab driver and one 
could speculate that Sue might be drunk at that time or she has 
eyesightproblem, not to see clearly or blur eyesight issues. That’s w^v 
she couldn't differentiate between yellow color and orange .t-»t 
A greement and disagreement between/among the statements Mliali

Then 
here doubt or skepticism can overcome others intentions, beliefs, 
desires etc. If one is very well aware of such propositional attitudes, 
then s/he can perceive others intentions without any fallibility- There is 
alwaysati explanatory gap to judge those kinds of intentions, liketbe 
desire of martyrdom, or belief of afterlife, or belief that we are living 
in the uni verse as a stroller and so on, A particular cultural language the 
term 'Ginton and Clinton* is elaborated in that way;

After having (2) the Brat statement would be more ambiguous for 
nonnative American countries.

Like,, gustatory sensations of the taste of co ffee and taste of vinegar are 
not like to have at the same one could get, because after taking the sip 
of coffee if someone takes a drop of vinegar, s/he feels a sensation of 
crippling, both qualitative conditions would be horribly different and 
may be no one smothering it as one do. 

Armstrong (196$) argues that 'our senses' work for the making of 
the beliefs. Beliefs come out immediately physical exigents of 
sensation. For looking, seeing feeling, touching and smelling are 
nothing but acquiring of beliefs, or inclinations. So, 4 [f we deny that 
beliefs about sensations can be confirmed by the sensations to which 
they refer, then it seems we must accept one of the following 
propositions: (I) beliefs about sensations are groundless - they are not 
justified by anything; (2) they arc justified by other beliefs; (3) they are 
selfjustifying; and (4) they are justified because they are produced by 
reliable cognitive mechanisms (Hill, 131)\ 

Beliefs regard ingfearas an example has the behavior with 
intrinsic character of surviving the physicaftty for reliable cognitive 
mechanism. As we know that smooth flow of blood creates a smooth 
behavior order, and any clot or disruption in the flow of blood changes 
the behavior order. So, during a condition of fear dotting or disruption 
of blood occurs and it speeds up the heart beat which further changes 
the behavior order in which subject mainly configures itself for the 
condition or perception of fear. And, perception regarding fear makes 
the individual desires for life sustainability and that comes through 
memory, from where those perceptions are recalled during the situation 
- situation of fear. All propositions regarding fear arc memorized in 
daily talk as suggestive manners and those are preserved in our 
reservoir or memory- storehouse. That’s why one behaves as a 
situation appears (e.g. situation of fear) to face it according to 
sociocultural norms or conventions. But, Moor (1922) says that ’sense 
data couldn't be possible same in two people* albeit, it helps to 
shapeintersubjectivity 

Shapes or figures are also perceived as mind wants to see or 
seeing as, and/or having concepts of shapes e.g,, A is a concept of mind 
as Pegasus is a concept of mind. In reality A and Pegasus are not

But, is it enough to get a true belief, though exploration of the 
ideas is always indebted 5n doubt, or there is something other than that? 
For doubting, basically one is aware of his surroundings,where *basic 
awareness is a form of consciousness. Thus, according to the definition, 
to be in a state of basic awareness is to stand in a certain epistemic 
relation to a sensation. It is to have knowledge of the existence of a 
sensation on the basis of one's current experience (Hill, 117)' in his or 
her lift-world. And in current experience, a subject knows that s/he is 
confined to this universe - an infinite physical universe that comprises 
ether subject's orothcr minds. Here, two problems arise; the self and 
the others. As, these two problems, the problem of self and the 
problem of other* are seen as symmetrythesis for Bermudez, as 'a 
subject^ psychological self-awareness is constitutivefy linked to his 
awareness of other minds ( Bermudez, 230)’, So, when a subject gets 
aware to his/her beingness - finds existence of its identity as welt as 
other* existence.

And, feelings bring 
emotions, desires* beliefs, fears, and pains. Here, subject, perceives 
his/her outer world as an observer or spectator. Perception is the 
process of acquiring concepts which are mediated by the strong 
articulations of the linguistic syntax that synthesize figures which 
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as tree. These justified true beliefs as social immunity are the main 
propositions for the folk psychology which are transformed into folk 
stories in ancient times and later as literary works or texts to cemented 
those beliefs or social immunities in societies. 

First of all. the question arises that 1 think therefore 1 am' is the 
only task for human being to search for his identity or its identity is 
beholden of beliefs, Where all such phenomena occur, or arise in 
human extension i.c. body (brain), or in human thought i,e, mind (mind 
and brain though have different syntax in the literal sense, but it 
qualifies analog in the semantics of folk psychology for identity 
theorists).
